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CLUB BETS 




Through Jheir Efforts Many 

Improvements Will be 

Made Around Depot 



WORK STARTED AT ONCE 



A few weeks ago the Woman's Club 
began agitating the matter of improv. 
ing the conditions leading up to and 
flurrounding the Soo Line depot. 
' As a result uf the agitation it was 
arranged that a committee from the 
Woman's Club meet with a committee 
from' the village board and also one 
from the Commercial association and 
draft a letter to be sent to the Soo 
Line ofliciels asking that something be 
done to improve these grounds. 

In answer to this letter the local com- 
mittee were informed that Road Master 
John Collins would be hero Wednesday 
mornine of this week to confer with 
the various committees. These com- 
mittees were composed of B. F. Naber, 
Fred Hawkins and H. J. Voss, repre- 
senting the Village Board; F. R. King 
and George B. Johnson, representing 
the Commercial association, end Mrs. 
W. W. Warriner. representing the 
Woman's club. The result of thiacon- 
ference was highly . sotisfactory and 
it was agreed that the following im- 
provements would be made by the rail- 
road company. 

The parking space around the depot 
IB to be considerably Increased by the 
filling in around the depot. The switch 
tracks leading to the lumber yard are 
to be raised and the grounds are to be 
brought to a grade on a level with the 
center of the wighway. The ravine 
w hich lies directly west of the depot is 
to befllledin and leveled, and the low 
places around the property will be 
drained by the installating of one bun- 
dren and fifty feet of five foot tile 
which will connect with the village tile. 
Cinders are to be drawn in and placed 
at the south end of tbe open platform, 
thus making it more convenient to 
alight from the cars that stop below the 
platform. Mr. Collins also promised to 
build two steps the entire length of the 
west side of the platform to enable 
those who aliEht from the autoes to 
step onto the platform without going to 
the south end where it is not so high. 

A stairway is to be built at the south- 
west corner of the covered platform to 
enable those who have care parked on 
the wefit side of the depot to reach 
them in the easiest possible manner. 

The matter of continuing 'the side- 
walk from the place where it now stops 
on the south side of the street, on to 
the depot platform, was also discussed 
and it was decided to take, steps to 
build the continuation of the walk di- 
agonally across to the platform. 

To show that the company was not 
only willing but anxious to have the 
improvements made now that the need 
of them had been brought ^o their at- 
tention, Mr. Collins stated thot iflve 
cars of cinders would arrive that same 
afternoon, and he ordered the section 
men lo begin spreadrng them at once. 
He stated that the work would bo done 
OB soon as passible, with exception of 
tne filling of tho ravine which would 
require the use of a steam shovel and 
the bringing in of a train load of filling- 
This work he stu(«id would be done as 
soon as it was convenient for tho com* 
pany to send the steam shovel to this 
locality. 

Not only has the club been^ working 
for the betterment of the conditions in 
our own town, but they have heeded 
the call of the suffering children of. for- 
eign londs. Mrs. Featherstone, child 
welfare worker gave aninterestlng talk 
. before the club lust Monday afternoon 
At the close of the talk, Mrs. Darby, 
vice president of the club, made a few 
remarks in regard to the urgent needs 
of the starving children in tho foreign 
countries and madia a plea for aid in 
their behalf. In reaponse to her request 
$181 was pledged in tbe apace of a very 
few minutt 8. and even a hunnred do)- 
rlqrs of that amount was paid in that 
Bi^me afternoon. ' 

It is the intention of the club to for- 
ward the entire amount of the aubscrip- 
tion to the headquarters of the Hoover 
relief fund for tbe starving children of 
Europe not Uter than this week.' 



Producers on Strike at Yore 
Plant at Libertyville 

The farmers in the vicinity of Liber- 
tyville who have been delivering milk 
at'the Yore Bros.bottling plant in that 
village went 'on a strike last week and 
the result was that only nineteen pro- 
ducers continued to deliver milk at the. 
plant. 

Recently the company served notice 
on the patrons that it was their inten- 
tion to discontinue the practice of haul- 
ing milk .end that tlie farmer would 
have to, deliver his product at the fac* 
tory. The farmers did not take kindly 
to this announcement. The company 
makes the claim that the milk hauling 
does not pay. The driver receives ?5.00 
for each haul, the farmers paying fif- 
teen cents per hundred, of the charge 
and if the load is light the company hes 
to make up the shortage and they as- 
sert that the amount of milk received 
does not warrant the expenditure. 
The farmers were Inslstont in their 
demand that the company continue to 
haul the milk and when their demand 
was not complied with, over sixty of 
the producers delivered their milk to 
the Diamond lake factory and stated 
that they would continue to do so until 
Yore Bros., re-established the hauling 
system. Around twenty of the patrons 
stuck to the Libertyville plant.

Refund money totalling several mila 
lion dollars will be sought of the legisS 
lature by nriany Illinois counties, in- 
cluding Lake county, as I allotments 
which is averred the state owes for 
roads built with county bond issues and 
accepted by the state as state aid roads 

Announcemsnt to that effect is made 
by Vermillion county officials who au- 
thorized William R. Moore.county clerk 
there, to send questionnaires to various 
counties throughout tho state seeking 
refunders for stote aid roads. 

Charles Russell, county superinten- 
dent of highways of Lake county, 'has 
received one of these questionnaires 
end has tilled it out. It is shown that 
the state owes Lake connty a refund of 
5500,000. Of this ajnount §445,000 is 
from the state bond and $55,000 from 
the state aid fund. 

The state owes Lake county a refund 
of over $140,000 on Sheridan road alone, 
and the rest of the half million 
dollars will be owed when large paving 
jobs under way now are completed. 
This included the pavmg of Belvidere 
road and the Volo road job. When the 
large 'sum of money is received from 
the state it will be used In paying for 
the paving of other roads in the county.

The supreme court ruling now ends 
litigation and Mrs. Caroline Busse is at 
last declared to be the rightful owner.

Since the twen- 
tv-ninth of December Mr. Cook has 
been receiving treatment at the Cook 
county hospital and it was thvre that 
h'S death occurred. 

Tho deceased leaves to mourn his loss 
his widow, who was formerly Miss 
Catherine Dressell, one daughter and 
two sons, besides numerous other rela- 
tives and friends.

A motor bus, with a carrying cana 
city of twenty-two, has been inaugurat- 
ed at Crystal Lake, where a community 
consolidated school district now pre- 
vails and which is used in conveying 
grade pupils to and from school.

A call from a country 
telephone stated that a man loading 
gravel in the Kent gravel pit, two 
miles east of town, had been buried by 
a cave-In of the pit and it was feared 
he was killed. Many autos londed with 
men carrylug shovels were soon on the 
scene and willing hands at work in 
short order, but as fast as the gravel 
was removed there was another cave-in, 
but the workers soon extricated the 
young man from his perilous position 
and he got UJ3, thanked his rescuers, 
and walked away. He was a young son 
of Mr. Obenauff of Fremont township. 

Two cows which for more than two 
years have been kept cnnilnuously by 
their owner In a dark, damp, unventi- 
lated stable, located on the north side 
of Kenosha until their hoofs have 
grown long and the cows from lack of 
exercise have become strange, ill- 
shapen animals, have been found by 
Humane Officer James Karnes, accord- 
ing to the announcement which he has 
made. Officer Karnes, after an in- 
vestigation of the affair, gave immed- 
iate orders that the cows should be 
freed from their lorg imprisonment and 
threatened the owner with both loss of 
the animals and heavy prosecution if 
he refused to obey the order. 



Assessed Valuat on of Co. 
is Shown as §44,902,993 

Amount of state tax due from' the 
various counties inllllnois for the year 
1920, together with the equalized as- 
aessed valuation of property in the 
counties, as determined by the state tax 
commission, were announced Monday 
by State Auditor Andrew Russell. 

Property in Illinois, according to the 
tax commission, equalized assessed val- 
uation, amounts to $4,224,977,483 and 
the total tax due sccording to the rate 
of forty cents on the $100 valuation is 
$16,939,909.92. The forty cent rate wos • 
set by the state tait boards which was 
composed of tbe governor, the state ' 
treasurer and the state auditor. 

Lake county's equalized assesBed 
value is $44,902,993, and its state tax is 
$179,611,97. 

A comparison of the valuation and tax 
in all counties m the state shows that , 
Lake county ranks high, there being 
few which have a better record. 

First payment of county taxes to the 
state treasury, is due by April 15, and 
final.settlement must be made by July ' 
15. The county collectors haye lintil 
April 1 to complete collection of taxes.

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Washington, Feb. 8.— President Wil- 
son vetoed the congressional resolu- 
tion restricting to 150.000 men tlie 
sixe of the army, although its total 
authorized str(fnglli Is about 200,000, 
and within six hours the bouse, by a 
vote of 271 to 10, passed the resolu- 
over the executive protest. 

There was no dlscussloitof the yeto 
message following lis reading t<^ the 
house. Republican Leader Jlondeli 
made the motion to override the veto 
In the absence of Chairman Kubn of 
the house military nlTalrs cummUtcc, 
who had introduced the measure. 

Members of tlie bouse voting to sus- 
tain the veto, all Deinocrats, wore: 
33ce, Bland, Campbell (of Pennsyl- 
vania), Cleary, Coady, Eagan, Fisher, 
Igo, Mc^Vndrews, Mlnelian, Poll, Ila- 
ker, Slias, Tague, Weaver and Well- 
ing. 

Ily a substantial majority, the 
house two days ago voted to furlher 
re(]^ce the sixe of the army to' 150,000" 
men and tho pay for tho army provid- 
ed iri the army appropriation bill now 
before the bouse was reduced to pro- 
vide only' for this number of men dur- 
ing the next fiscal year. 

it was announced by house leaders 
voting to override the veto that such 
action Avas made necessary by Socro- 
try Baker, who refused to have re- 
cruiting baited, although the army 
has now mounted to about 221,000 
men. 

The President in bis veto message 
said Vhat world conditions did not 
warniHt the reduction of tlie army. 

"Tlie text of the Joint resolution," 
said tlie President In his veto mes- 
sage, "discloses that Its purpose Is to 
cause a discontinuance of enlistments 
in the-reguiar army until the number 
of enlisted men shall not exceed I'n,- 
000. Xo provision Is made In the 
resolution for the preservation of any 
proportionate strength In the coiii- 
lintant corps of the army, and a mere 
discontinuance of enlistment would, 
for a long time, preserve tlie stafC 
corps disproportionately, enlisted, and 
the combatant corps ' insufUclently 
manned to inalntnin the Instruction 
and training which ought to be as- 
sured If an army of 175,000 men Is to 
ho elllclont In proportion to Its aggre- 
gate number. 

"On .Tunc l, 1020, I signed a bill 
passed by the preseat congress provid- 
ing for the reorganization of tho army. 
Because of the profoundly disturbed 
condition of tho world, and In order 
that full henellt might accrue to tho 
people of llie United States from llie 
lessons of the Wjirld war, as to what, 
under modern conditions, Is required 
to he the nucleus of an edlclent army, 
the War department hail recninmcndetl 
an army of approximately 500.000 men. 
"The congress after prolonged con- 
slderntion, determined to authorize, 
and did authorize, the reorganization, 
of tlie army on the l)nsls of an on- 
listed strenglli of approximately 280,^ 
000 men. Including In the organization 
now'^arnis like the air service nn'd the 
cliemlcal warfare service, tho uses of 
which were developments of tlie war 
and provision for which Is aaecessary 
addition to tiie pre-war strength of the 
army. ' 

"The net aulnorlzed for the first 
time in our iilslory a practical organi- 
zation of the army, resting upon di- 
visions as tactical units and requlied 
the training of a National Guard and 
the organized reserve In territorial 
areas of the United States In associa- 
tion witli the divisions of the regular 
army. At that time the congress plain- 
ly regarded the provision then made 
as the minimum M'lilch would provide 
for tlie added arms and the now duties 
Imposed on the army, and for that ef- 
ficiency which the peace-tlmo army of 
tlio United States should have as jlie 
nucleus of mobilization In the event 
of a national emergency. 

"I regret that I am not able to see 
In the condition of the world at large 
or In the needs of the 'United States 
any such change as would justify the 
rostrictiouH upon tlint minimum which 
Is proposed by the liouse joint resolu- 
tion."

E. B. Bees, an engineer, arrived here 
recently to begin his iiuest for tliu 
"ciivern of sweets." 

In tlie event bisji^arch Is successful, 
an Atlanta (Ga.) ffai, which ho repre- 
sents, plans to erect a hui^e rellnery 
near the cave, he says.

CHERSO: MAY BE THE 

HELGOLAND OF 

ADRIATIC 

The Itapullo agreement of last No 
vcmber which fixed the status of th£ 
troublesome city of Flume and dis- 
po»;d of other moot points In regard 
to territory on the eastern shore ol 
the Adriatic seat gave Italy an im- 
portant foothold near Flume in tlie ob- 
ticiure island of Cherso, 

rractlcuUy unheard of on this aldt 
of the Atlantic, eluding most travel- 
ers, even escaping many of the seek- 
ers after the little-known places ol 
Kdrope, Cherso neither Is Inaccessi- 
ble nor unattractive:^^** 

It dangles like a pendant In the 
Gulf of Quurnero, low hung from tJie 
neck of Flume, It Is the Long Island 
of that port, its shore line rising 12 
ndlos to Uie soutJi.. Its slender form 
extends to The southwest for 40 miles, 
though It never exceeds seven miles In 
width, nijd lis area Is somewhat mort 
than twice that* of the District of 
Columbia. 

Holding In mind this location, near 
the head of tlie Adrlntic, In view ol 
the pinny to make Flume a buffei 
state between Italy and Jugo-Slavla. 
the strategic possibilities of Chersc 
become apparent Inded one may pic- 
ture it ns n potential Helgoland ol 
the Adrlntic. 

A natural curiosity of the Island Is 
Lake Vrana. or Crow's Lake, with a 
surface 40 feet above tlie sen level, 
fed and drained by invisible streams. 
The Island Is rugged, witli one moun- 
tain peak rising more than 2.000 feel 
above the Quarnero waters. Glbrul- 
tar-like rocks rise precipitously 
1,000 feet along one of its shores. 
Here nre the dome-like caverns ol 
Sinergo, now protected from the sea 
by n wave-built rock barrier, y 

The devastating Bora, which sweeps 
the Dalmatian coast, drips Its salt 
spray over Clierso, excluding many va- 
rieties of plnnt life. The absence of 
large trees and scarcity of springs 
are two physical characteristics. In 
the north laurel and mastic grow, and 
vines nnd olive trees abound in the 
southern portion. 

Politically Cherso was Included In 
Istria, when under Austrian rule. 
With its neighbor islands, Lussin, to 
the southwest, and Veglla, to the 
east. It was a part of the Lussin dis- 
trict 

Cherso lies off the shores of the 
northern part of Dalraatia and the 
Croatian littoral, a region formerly 
known as Morlacchln. The Morlac- 
chla channel preserves this name orig- 
inating with the Slavic Invaders of 
Dttlnmtln, who "called the Latinized 
people they found there Vinchs, or 
Mavro-VIachs— Black A'lachs." Thus 
the Slavs of this region have come to 
he known, by a corruption of this 
title, as Morlnchs. 

In rural districts Morlncchlan wom- 
en retain their historic costume, which 
Includes n kerclilef for the head, many 
strands of beads, n waist hand from 
which hang nniulets and various trink- 
ets, nnd, over n blue doth gown, an 
a|iron of exquisite enibroidered pat- 
tern. About her neck an unmarried 
girl wears n string of coins and rings 
which comprlsv her dowry. Formerly 
the men wore their hair in a plait 

TABRIZ: PERSIA'S CAPITAL 
CITY 

Tabriz, capital of I'er.sla. from 
which diplomatic re(irest'niatlves re- 
cently lied nt till' npprnaeh of Bol- 
shevik forces. Is one of llie most Im- 
portant cities In Borslu. Its popula- 
tion is about 2UO.OO0. Teheran, tin- 
capital, is the only place In the do- 
minions of the slmli which exceeds It 
in size. 

It Is beautifully situated In n wide 
valley on the Itlver AJI. which (lows 
Into the salt lake of Urumlah,.'iri nilles 
to the west. Altliougli^iippurenliy sur- 
rounded by mountains, Tnhrlz has nn 
elevation of more thnn 4,000 feet and 
the climate In winter is extremely 
severe'. 

Hundreds of springs and fuunlnlns 
water thousands of beautiful gardens 
in this ancient city wldcli for cen- 
turies has enjoyed a deserved repu- 
tation as a health resort. Indeed, tra- 
dition says that the place was found- 
ed by Zobeideh, the wife of Hnrun-al- 
IlnBhld, hero of the "Arabian Nights." 
According to this legend. Zoijeldtih 
came here, to recuperate from a fever 
in the- year 701, and ,n cure was quick- 
ly effected, thaiikH to the salubrious 
climate, hence the nuine Tab (fever) 
rlz (pourdr away), or "fever destroy- 
ing.** As n nialtor of cold history, 
however, Tabriz wns In existence four 
centuries before the birth of the lieau* 
tiful Zobeldeh. 

Up to the time of the completion 
of R railway through the Caucasus 
and the Improvement of trnnspertn- 
tlon facilities on the Caspian sea. 
Tnhrlz was the emporium^. of- Persian 
trade with the West. Now, however, 
most of its trade hns been diverted 
to As'tarn, on the Cnsplnri, J50 miles 
to the cai^t, nnd to Bcsht, 200 miles 
to the southeast. 

Of ' the throe hundred .mosques of 
which tile city boasts only one de- 
serves special mention, It is the fo-

DIGGING INTO HISTORY 

WITH PICK AND 

SHOVEL 

Recent deciphering of a clay tablet 
which may add a thousand j;ear8 to 
the span . of recorded history^ior It 
contains a code of laws said to ante- 
date tliat of Hammurabi by a mil- 
lennium — Is another reminder that 
archeologlRts arc llndlng stranger true 
stories thnn fictjon cnn reveal. The 
pick and the spade of the explorer 
have resulted In astounding revela- 
tions, says h communication to tlie 
National Geographic spclety from Al- 
bert T. Crny, who has deciphered some 
of the most famous of the documents. 

"Above all else, one of 'tlie great- 
est surprises la that the earliest peo- 
ples, Instead of being barbarous or 
uncultured, were civilized and pos- 
sessed a culture of a high order," 
writes Doctor .Clay. 

"Several nnclent libraries and Im- 
mense nr.-hlvos have been found. 
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Ruins of a Library Building at Nip. 
pur, 4,000 Years Old.. . 

Years ago the lllimry of Ashurbanlpal 
(C08-620 B. C.) was discovered nt 
Nineveh. In more recent years tem- 
ple nnd school libraries have been 
found nt Nippur, Slppnr, Larsa, Baby- 
lon, and Erech. The- libraries of the 
flrst three Kites belong chiefly to the 
third millennium B. C. ; those of the 
lost tT-vo belonj^ to Inter periods. 

"But especially large archives of 
these documents, numbering several 
hundred thousand and belonging to 
the third and fourth millennlumB B. 
C, hove been found at Telle, Nippur. 
Drehem, Jokhn, and recently at Ur. 

"The Code of Hammurabi, written 
about 2000 B. C. upon n large nnd 
somewhat irregular stele, is perhaps 
the most Important monument of nn- 
tlqulty of a liigh order. In cmllfying 
bis lows, Hnniinnrabl arranged them 
In n definite and logical order, based 
ui>on accepted Judicial deciPlon^ In 
no hotter wny Is It possible to become 
acquainted wltli' the everyday life of 
the ancient Bnbylnnlan thnn liy a care- 
ful study of the Ilanimurabl Code." 

POSEN, THE EXPERIMENT 
STATION FOR "KULTUR" 

The in-uvlnce uf I'osen, formerly 
part ui' Oennauy'.s vaslern .-Prussia 
nnd one of "(he. iiiot;i. Impoi'tanl frag- 
mcMitji of uUl I'uliinil, which has been 
ir.eorpoialed in (he, now wur-h(irn I'o 
himl, wa.s the nnlmppy experimcnl 
stalUui fur .some ui' l'iussin*s most vig- 
oiMfUKniul futile elTeris to' Oeniianlzt 
an '.illwi popula^tlun. 
■ UnilLtlie uonliern I'lortion of powui 
fell 10 Prussia, after iHe first par- 
tition of Poland In lT7:i, and the re- 
nmlnder was annexed lif Prii.-5!^ln 21 
years later, PoaeiTs history was blend- 
ed with that of I'ohind. In connection 
with the -first partltiun, It will he re- 
called that Frederick the Great adojit- 
ed tlie Ingwilous scheme of surround- 
ing those parts of Poland he desired 
witli a military force, on the pretext 
that he wa^^ seeking to-^ clleek -the 
spread of a cuttle disease. 

After being bandied for n brief pe- 
riod, Posen fell to Prussia again In 
1815, and for mure than Imlf a cen- 
tury Gernmny paid little heed to It 
After the division of tlie vast estates 
and other ccoaomlc clmnges, Polish 
middle classes in Posen begun to pros- 
per, wliereupon, toward the lust quar- 
ter of the nineteenth century, Prussia 
began to tJike notice of its provincial 
"Topsy." Germans had been immi- 
grating there since the thirteenth cen- 
tury and the, newcomers, at first-were 
welcomed. Severance of Posen from 
Poland changed that feeling though 
open frlcHwi. .was ,not generiiied until 
Pfussia" liegah her repressive meas- 
ures./ .-*-■' '..;■.'■' "■■■.■, 

Polish nobles had kept- alive Po- 
lish traditions, but Prussia was'more 
alarmed by tlie prosperity of tite Poles

Even Germany was scandalized 
wheui In 1002, It was brought to light 
In the Prussian parliament that pu- 
pils had been whipped by the while- 
sale for declining to my tlie Lord's 
Prayer in Germhn. But the opposi- 
tion of the grownups did not cause 
tlie world-wide Tnterest aroused by 
the school children's strike In 1000 
when about 100,000 Polish pupils took 
thqt means of protesting ngalnst be- 
ing beaten when they would not an- 
swer questions in German. The Prus- 
sian government refused to nccede to 
the request of the archbishop of Posen 
that childrA be permitted to receive 
religious instruction In Polish. Par- 
ents wbo withdrew them from school 
were imprisoned. 

Efforts to absorb or crowd out the. 
Poles by Germnn colonization hav- 
ing failed, a measure was passed for 
the expropriation of Polish land. 
Further laws were enacted compel- 
ling wider use of the Germnn lan- 
gtmge. Then come the Knttowltz in- 
cident* in 1010, crowning a series of 
petty persecutions which bordered on 
the nbsurd, wherein a nnmber of minor 
onicials who had voted for Poles at n 
municipal election were removed from 
office. 

. Posen Is smaller, territorially, than 
Maryland, but bad I'mlf n million more 
population In lOlO. About n million 
Polos— more than half the tolnl popu- 
lation In Posen — were' establLshed 
there before tlie AVorld war. Posen 
has/ mineral deposits of lignite nnd 
snlt Much of Its land was tilled. Its 
manufactured products, besides those 
of Its breweries and distilleries, were 
sugar, cloth, tobacco, bricks and ma- 
chinery. 

THE CZECHS 

Becent dispntclies rei'^ortlng attempt- 
ed uprisings nmong the radical cle- 
ment in Czeehoslovniitn, nn'd stu'.e- 
meuts that a stronger and stronger 
enmity toward llie Germnn inhnblt- 
ants is being shown on all sides by 
the CkccIis and- Slovaks, center inter- 
est once more on this newly**creatod 
central European republic that was 
cnr\-ed after the war from Germany 
and Austria-Hungary. Tlie following 
description of the Czechs Is based on 
n commuiMcatidir to tlib- National Geo- 
graphic society from Prof. Ales 
Hrdlcbn.;-. ... ' " 

A 1,500-y ear-long, llfe-and-death 
struggle with the German race which 
surrounded them from the nortli, 
west and south, with a near-burlnl 
within the Austrian empire for the 
Inst three centuries, failed to destroy 
or break the spirit of the little nation 
of Czechs or Bohemians. 

Tliey are .the westernmost branch of 
the SlavSt tlieir name being derlvcdt 
according to tradition, from that\of a 
rfoted ancestral chief. The term Bo- 
hemia was applied to the country 
probably during the Homan times and 
wns derived, like that of Bavnrla. 
from the Boll, who for some time be- 
fore the Christian era occupied or 
claimed parts of these regions. 

Nnture has favored old Bohemia, an 
important part of Czechoslovak In. 
perhaps more than any other part of 
Knrope.' Its soil Is so fertile nnd 
cllmnte so fnvnrnhie tlmt more tlian 
tuitf of the country Is cultivatetl and 
produces richly. In Its mountains al- 
most every useful metal and mineral, 
except salt, Is to he found. It Is the 
geographical center of tlie European 
contiiiiMit,- ei|ually distant froni (he 
P.alilc, Adriatic and North seas, and 
tlinugh Inclosed by mountains, Is so 
easily accessible, because ()f the val- 
leys of the Danube nnd Ihe ICIlie riv- 
ers, thai It has .served In lilstory ns 
the avenue of many wniles. 

Besides Bohemia, the Czeclis occupy 
Mornvln nnd adjacent territory In 
Sriesia, both formerly parts of Aus- 
tria-Hungary. The Slovaks, who 
show merely dialectic differences from 
the Czechs, extend from Moravia 
eastward over most of what was 'for- 
merly northern Uungnry. 

Tile Czech Is kind nnd with a stock 
of nnth'o iiumor. die Is inus|cnl, loves 
songs, poetry, art nature, fellowship;

Wnshlngton. Feb. 7.— A ruling thnt 
pbyslciuus uuiy iircsLTibe vinous li- 
quors in any quiinLlties tUoy sec tit, 
IssuLMl by I'robibitiua Couimlssloiier 
Kramer, contains luuru comfort for 
tlilrsry Americans than luia bycu Uls- 
covered In nmny a dry day. 

"Vinous lluuoi-s" described by the 
commissioner are of various alcoboilc 
conleut, from 5 or to -lU per cent, or 
even more. Unless the necessity of 
such a ruiiug should develop In prac- 
tice uo lUtenipt will be made to rej;u- 
late the alcuhullc content of wines 
dispensed under a pliyslclan's prc- 
scriptloa, prohibition olUclals assert. 

They refused to either conOrm or 
deny a report that a decree will soon 
be Issued perailttinK the nianufaeturo 
of beer, stout ami otlier malt llnxmrs. 
id' bo dispensed under prescription 
from physicians. 

■ It Is believed, liowovor, that such u 
ruliny porailtting the manufacture of 
malt liquor on a limited scale will be 
the logical outcome of the ruling. 

Wines, la nuiuy ciises. are superior 
to wUisiiy as a toulc. physicians as- 
sert. It Is especially valuable during 
convalescence from debilitating dis- 
eases imd as a tonic for the aged. 

Pressure by reputable pbyslclnns 
upon tlio prolilliltion commissioner la 
understood to have been largely re- 
sponsltile for ihe llfllng of the ban. 

The order Issued to all prohibition 
directors is as follows: 

"Some confusion bus existed as to 
the quinilily oC wine (vinous liquors) 
that may be prescribed by a physician 
In. ills* practice for medical purposes. 
In order to remove this. confusion you 
are advised tlmt until further orders 
Iihysiclans may prescribe In tliclr prac- 
tice .such quantUIos of wine as ihey. In 
the exercise of their sound nad'honest 
Judgment, may deem necessary In the 
particular case. If they In good faith 
believe that the use of wine as a medi- 
cine by tlie person for whom It Is pre- 
scribed Is necessary and will afford 
relief to him from- some known ail- 
ment. 
"The niinntity to be proscribed la 
• thus placed in the sound discretion of 
the physicians that they should use ox- 
traordlnnry care not to abuse the right 
given them and the directors .should 
gtmrd this matter most carefully to the 
effect that tiie said privilege Is not 
abused by any i)ii3'slclau."

DAWES ASSAILS ARMY FOES 



General Tells House Body It Could Use 
Time to Better Advantage Trying 
' to Save Government Waste. 

Washington, Feb. 5.— Turning -sharp- 
ly upon house war Investigating com- 
mittees as a whole, Charles G.Dawes, 
former head of army supply procure- 
ment service in France, told one of 
them that the value of their work had 
heen rendered useless through Injec- 
tion of partisan politics. 

"I bitterly, resent this effort to re- 
flect upon Uie entire army because 
some poor devil blundered in Switzer- 
land," he shouted.

"Under the agreement December 0, 
1010, all railway employees were 
granted a blanket Increase. This was 
to the advantage of conductors, lire- 
men and engineers already getting 
high salaries, but wus of little benelit 
to the maintenance of men struggling 
to exist.

of Imprisonment runidng up to six 
years and varying lines.

United States Fisheries Bureau Re- 
ports That a Profit May Confi- 
dently Be Looked For. 

The business of breeding pearly- 
mussels artificially has boon carried 
BO far by the United States fislicrlea 
bureaus tlmt a mouey profit Is' couU- 
dcntly promised. 

To produce In this way 1,000 baby 
mussels costs about liO cents. Whoa 
they are full grown 13,000 of them 
will weigh a ton. Thus tlio cost of 
producing a ton of pearly mussels of 
market size (If all survived) would 
be, as exactly reckoned, 52.03. Assum- 
ing a loss of. 50 per cent, tlio cost 
would be 55.30. 

Pearly mussels occasionally yield 
valuable pearls, but coramerclolly It 
Is the shells, utillzablo for motlier-of- 
pearl, that uro Importantly to bo con- 
sidered. 

The fisheries bureau has devoted Ita 
attention wholly to tho propagation of 
superior varieties of mussels, the 
Bhcils of which have at present time 
a market value of $35 a ton. /

NATION IN DANGER 



Farm Abandonment Has Created 
Most Serious Situation,

It Mr. Jlonnlinn's resolution 
A'oea tlirougli, the portrait painter se- 
aected to make tho portrait may well 
:feel proud over his selection. But few 
tronl artists will he envious of hira. 

For Abraham Lincoln was so ninny 
(kinds of man that Ids physical body 
Ijrodiiced widely dKTerlng Iraproaslons, 
•even upon those accustomed to his 
presence and tnnilllar with the many- 
sidedness of Ills charncler. Aloreover, 
the whole civilized world has now 
,<:omD to revere nnd love the name of 
I^lncoln and will be sutlslled with 
)S\ ^ ^0^''"^ IcHH than a great achievement 
■ ^'^*y tlie , painter , of this portrait. 

This Is the moral of the recent con- 
troversy over the statue of Lincoln 
erected In London. It will be remeni- 
liored that the British government set 
apart n site related to tho house of par- 
liament and Wcstmlnatep Abbey for 
this statue. A controversy arose over 
the choice, between two statues. The 
ff)laln truth Is that there was a feel- 
ing that one of these slntues fell far 
«hort of doing Lincoln Justice. The 
British government asked the United 
Slates department of state to settle 
the controversy. The department of 
state referred the question to the com- 
ttnlsslon of flrio arts. The commission 
reported to the Briti.sh government 
that the "man nnd Blto call' for a 
«tatno representative of the highest 
achievement of the American sculptor" 
^md advised Great Britain that "such 
lis the statue of Abraham Lincoln exo- 
■cutcd by Augustus Salnt-GaudonH and 
■orectod In Lincoln park, Chicago." The 
British government accepted the re- 
ffiort of tho commission. 

Tlie world does not want a Imnd- 
flome Lincoln, but It does Insist upon 
fln Impressive Lincoln and will toler- 
3ito no suggestion of the grotesque or 
the Inolllclent. 

^ Lincoln well know the wide varia- 
tion of Impressions his appearance 
«nd actions produced, No doubt he 
grieved over It. But his philosophy 
rose superior and his course was set 
according to his declaration: 

"If I were to try to read, much 
3efis answer, nil the attack.ymnde on 
me, this shop might aa well be closed 
to all other business. I do tho very 
"hest I know ^llow— the very best I 
•can; and I mean to keep on doing so 
until the end. If tlie end brings mo 
out allylght, what Is said against mo 
■won't amount to anything. If the end 
fcplngs me out wrong, ten angels swear- 
Ing- 1 was right would make no dlf- 
terence." 

This variance of Impression pro- 
•duced by Lincoln upon even tlie same 
')eholder Is well Illustrated by what 
•Col. Richard J. Bright, long nn oQlcIal 
of 13io United States seuute, once 
said: 

"No sculptor has told the story and 
no ^artist lias recorded the dramn- 
jcomedy-tragcdy revealed In the fea- 
tures of tJmt meteor of humanity and 
spirituality which flashed Its bright- 
«st Iridescence on the field of Gettys- 
burg. 

"I saw Abraham Lincoln when I bo- 
'leved him to ho the homeliest creature 
In human form eveb permitted to cum- 
ber this earth by walking and talking 
"^vlth the statesmen of our. republic. 

"I saw Abraham Lincoln on the plat- 
form engoged In earnest discussion of 
then current topics and I believed him 
to bo the moat forceful character ever 
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known In the American political arena. 
"I saw Abraham Lincoln keyed up 
to righteous wrath on the subject 
of human slavery and I regarded him 
as a singularly lofty demon of Im- 
mense proportions, stirring strife be- 
tween the sections of our sacred union 
of confederated states. 

"I saw Abraham Lincoln adminis- 
tering Justice In military and naval 
afTnIrs, when ho seenled to be a com- 
posite Incarnation of Julius Caesar 
and the hero of Trafalgar, 

"I saw Abraham Lincoln In the 
White House tenderly offering to a 
mother mercy for her condemned son, 
sentenced to death by court martial; 
saw hini revoking the doctrine of 'an 
eye for an eye and a tooth for a tooth,' 
substituting for it the new command- 
ment 'that ye love one another,' nnd I 
believed his face to be tlie most awe- 
Insiilrlngly beautiful cameo ever cut 
by Almighty Cod to demonstrate that 
Omnipotence had 'created man In Hia 
own Image,' nnd then sent His Son to 
say concerning mortal man z^'Father. 
forgive them, for they know not what 
tliey do.* 

"future generations cannot see 
Abraham Lincoln In marble. In 
bronze, nor on canvas, for no human 
being can portray him with chisel nor 
with brush." 

If the time, place and occasion of 
UUs proposed portrait of Lincoln were 
left to a vote of the American people, 
wHat would It choose? Thero certainly 
IH n wealth of suggestive occasions. 

Take, for Instance, the debates of 
IS.'tS between Lincoln and Donglas, on 
which In reality the fate of the nation 
largely hung. Vice President Marshall, 
when n boy of four, heard the Free- 
port debate and was on the platform. 
Ho enys: 

"While irr. Lincoln was talking I 
sat on the knees of Senator Douglas, 
and he never said one word to me; 
Just held me. When It came his turn 
to talk I sat on tho knees of Lincoln, 
He asked my name, my ago, where I 
lived, whether I knew my A, B, G^, 
whether I had n puppy dog or not, 
and all sorts of quostlona of a kind 
to Interest a little boy." 

At tho Charleston debate Douglas 
made tho mistake of Indirectly accus- 
ing Lincoln of disloyalty by referring 
to the old story that he had voted 
against appropriations for the soldiers 
In the war with Mexico. Sitting on tho 
plotform as chairman of the Douglas 
committee was Colonel Orlando B. 
FIcklln. As soon as It came his turn 
to speak Mr. Lincoln grabbed him by 
;the shoulders, dragged him to tho 
front of the platform and shouted to 
the audience: 

•*I am not going to hurt FIckI|n, but 
I nm going to make him tell the truth 
to this audience about that ton-year- 
old lie which Judge Douglas has 
brought up again, li'lcklfn was a mem- 
ber of congress when I.was, he knows 
the truth, and ho miist toll it." 

And FIcklln did. * 

Take the occasions of Lincoln's fare- 
well to hiB Springfield neighbors when 
be left for Washington to assume the 
presidency. • 

Take tho occasion of Lincoln's sec- 
ond Inaugural, when he uttered the 
words: "With malice toward none, 
with charity for all, wIUi firmness for 



the right, as God gives us to see the 
right." 

Bu^ In all prohablllty Lincoln at 
Gettysburg touched his highest with 
the written and spoken word. It was n 
great assembliige of the wisest and 
liest of tho nation. Edward Everett, 
..statesman, patriot and orator, was 
the Bponker of tho day. He delivered 
n long, eloquent nnd notable address. 

Then President Lincoln arose nnd 
said just 2.')7 words. 

Those 257 words were not appre- 
ciated at the time. They were drowned 
by Everett's flood of eloquence. Today 
Everett's oration Is known duly to 
students. Today Lincoln's 257 words 
have been committed to memory by 
tho world. ' 

Do not think for one minute that 
Lincoln's Gettysburg address w*as a 
happy Incident. HIa letters, his de- 
liates. Ills speeches— all his papers- 
proclaim his mastery of tho written 
and spoken word. 

Nevertheless, Lincoln's Gettysburg 
address Is In a sense the sublimation 
of all that he wrote and said. It Is 
the utterance of a great soul aroused 
to expression by a great occasion. It 
touches the heart. ) * It satisfies .the 
brain. It Is Abraham Lincoln him- 
self. 

Lloyd George, In his tribute to Lin- 
coln at the unveiling of the Lincoln 
statue last August near Westminster 
Abbey, used these words: 

"I am not sure that you In America 
realize tho extent to which he Is also 
our possession nnd our pride. . . . 
In his life he was u great American. 
Ho Is nn Xmerlcan no longer. He la 
one of thosQ giant figures, of whom 
there «re very few In history, who 
lose their nationality lu death. They 
ore no longer Greek or Hebrew or 
English or American — they belong to 
mankind. I wonder whetlier I will 
be forgiven for saying that George 
Washington was a great American, 
but Abraham Lincoln belongs to tho 
common people of every hind." 

.True, but wordy I The same thiug 
was saJd better long ago. 

There was a' great lawyer who de- 
spised Lincoln, who had reviled nnd 
Insulted hliu. But Lincoln know his 
ability and his patriotism and took 
him Into his cabinet as his war secre- 
tary. Tho man entered the cabinet, 
expecting nnd Intending to run the 
government. 

Truly had Lincoln said, "wltli a 
task before me greater than that 
which rested upon Washington." That 
task was to prevent tlio Union from 
splitting In twain, to bring back tho 
seceding states by force of arms, and 
to reunite a divided country Imlf slave 
and half free. 

How Lincoln accomplished a part 
of that task wo all know. In 1805 Lee 
surrendered at Appomattox nnd tho 
armed resistance of tho Confederacy 
was at an end. And during those four 
momentous years this war secretary, 
who hud despised and reviled and In- 
sulted Lincoln, had quickly come to 
appreciate and love Lincoln and to 
obey him. 

Six days after Lee's siirrender at 
Appomattox Lincoln's further accom- 
plishment of his task was cnt short 
by the assassin's bullet. And as Abra- 
ham Lincoln's eyelids closed In death 
his great war secretary, Edwin M. 
Stanton, stepped forward nnd spoko 
tho proved judgment of humanity: 
■' "Now ho belongs to tljb ages."

The ur- 
ban population is now greater than 
that of the rural districts by about 
4.000,000. Cities and towns, each with 
more than 2,500 Inhabitants, contain 
54,318,032 persons, or 51.4 per cent of 
the total population, while the farms 
and snmller towns together claim only 
51,300,739 persons, or 48.0 p6r cent of 
Uio total. 

As Is -pointed out by an Influential 
Chicago dally, "the drift to the cities 
Is tlius proved and, reduced to figures, 
showing a top-heavy condition of the 
Industrial life." 

Fanning Is a'nd must remain the 
basic lndus:try of the world, and cer- 
tainly should remain the basic Indus- 
try of a nation with a continental 
area like ours. It Is small profit to 
gain the markets of the world with 
manufactured goods If agriculture has 
decayed so badly as to furnish an un- 
certain subsistence for our people, and 
fiuctuatlng crops are refiected In price 
changes that upset the economic life 
of the country. Yet we are within 
mensuroble distance of that condition. 
If tho present or recent drift toward 
the cities continues. 

Most writers on this topic take It 
for granted that young folks go from 
farms to cities merely to make more 
money. Doubtless thot Is something 
of a motive nt all times and was n 
very strong one In the period Imme- 
diately nfter tho war. when city Indus- 
tries paid wages totally Impossible for 
farmers to rival. 

It Is hoped that this, drifting has 
reached Its apojrijfUDless It has, ond 
there still remains a possibility of ItF 
coatlnunnce, the effect cannot be fore- 
told. The great wavo of manufnctnros 
for war purposes has ceased, and with 
It the number of those employed In 
factories Is diminishing by thousnnrls 
dally. It Is therefore hoped that there 
will again he hoard the slogan, "For- 
ward to the Land." If prices to which 
farm land has reached are prices pro- 
hibitive to mnny, the opportunity Is 
still open elsewhere. There are states 
possessing large areas of good Innd 
that may still lie had at prices witliln 
the reach of niony, and It Is doubtless 
true that In self-preservation It will 
be necessary to bring these lands un- 
der cultivation. The prices are nol 
high, considering their value. Then 
too, there are the lands of Westerr 
Canada, that hold out an Inviting pros 
poet Reports from there show thai 
the prosperity of the farmers there Is 
not mythical. Farming there Is con- 
ducted on scientific principles, am' 
the climate Is such al; appeals. The 
production amply repays all the ox 
pondlture that may ho made. Tlie 
social conditions are of a chaructei 
that make form life a pleasure, nm 
tends to keep the J-oung man and 
young woman from pining for urhai 
life with so many drawbacks. If con 
dltlons as above mentioned, showlnt 
such a large percentage of populatlot 
In the cities ond towns, continues, thc.i 
will require food. The opportunity it 
supply It Is by the means suggested 
Go forward to the farm, become In 
dependent ond become o factor i 
supplying the world's needs In cattle. 
sheep, grain nnd 'such other commo 
ditles as tho farm >vlll produce and 
the resident of the city requires. —

CORK: MOST IRISH CITY 
IN IRELAND 

-- Cork, third city of Irulaml, n con- 
Blderuble part of which was recently 
desiroyod by Ore, bears a very siiper- 
Hchil resemblance to our' own New 
York In that Its nucleub' Is sHuuti'd 
on un Island enfolded by two uruis 
of n river where. Its waters meet a 
bay. The comparison soon becomes 
a contrast, liowever, for Cork Is'u city 
of less than 80,000 souls, has few pub- 
lic bulhJIngs or thoroughfares of Im- 
portance, and wns built on .n low, 
'swniupy site Instead of on the rocky 
ribs of Mother Earth. 

•The stronni that enfolded Cork be-' 
foro It grew across Its watery bar- 
riers Is the Ulvcr Lee which rises In 
a little lake to the north. From a 
tiny Island in tiie lake came the pious 
hennlt, St. Fin Barrc, who estnbllshed 
a monastery on the Island at the 
mouth i>f the rlvur In the seventh feu- 
tury, anil from this start the present 
city 1ms grown. Both the Catholic 
mill Protestant cathedrals of Cork are 
dedicated to this early Irish saint. 

At tlu' head nf one of the llncst 
harbors In Ireland— n hiiid-lockcd cove 
whose waters are as placid us those 
of a lukL — Cork has been subject since 
Us e.-!labllshinent to attacks by slmi 
nmraudeis. Invading Danes hnnuMl 
thb city in 821 and again In 1011'. I 
and after the socond dL'.st'nictlon | 
fnnndoil on the site a Danish trndln;; 
post. The Irish. a;:aln In control of 
the cityi submitted to the l^ngllsh^'.n 
1172, who for ninny years maintained 
a precarious forttbohl. 

The Irish eventually rosaliu'd Cnrl: 
not by force of amis hut by "Inliltrr.- 
tion," for' before a great while iln' 
one-tlmo Kngllsh post was the mos^ 
Irish city In Ireland, Its government 
entirely In the hands of the people 
of Erin. 

A tragedy overtttok Cork the year 
Colunihus discovered America, and 
was visited most heavily on Its lord 
mayor. During that year the city re- 
ceh-ed and assisted I'erkin Wiirheck. 
pretender to the English throne. The 
mayor lost his head and the city Its 
charter. 

Cork's wonderful linrbor has given 
It a maritime Importance since early 
days.. Recognition of this fact Is seen 
in the title of admiral of the port 
bestowed on the lord mayor of Corl-- 
hy Edward IV and held by the lords 
mayor to the present day. 

Quecnstuwn, at the head of the outer 
harbor, and practically a part of Cork, 
Is the port of call and departure for 
trans-Atlantic liners. This fact has 
innde Cork a city of sadness to many, 
for perhaps a million or more men 
and women, In largest part mere hoys 
and (ilrls forced by econumlc pressure 
to emigrate, have there bidden gooJ- 
by with set faces and streoinlng eyes 
to the land they love so well. 

While there are practically np polnt.'i 
of great Interest In Cork, close, by Is 
one of the bebt Unown" and most fre- 
quently visited spots in all Irt>l:inrl.

Now? that the Itapalld agreement te- 
twcon ' Italy and Jugo-Slavhi- has 
cleared up the status of the northerii 
part of the eusteni coast of the AdrU 
atlc, Albania Is the ouiy country bor- 
dering oh those historic waters about 
whose boundaries there Is still some 
doubt. As one of the countries VhOHe 
confines will probably Ve fixed in the. 
near future Albania takes. on an added 
Interest.

/'The Albanians are probably neither 
80 good no 'ho bad as they have been 
painted, but certainly they iire worth 
the effort necessary to manatee their 
own alTaIrs and to work theli- little 
farms In the forlile valley.s. to herd 
their sheep and weave tholr garments 
of wool,- If only tliey arc let ujone. 
They do not submit easily to govern- 
ment; have no love for chance strang- 
ers, and are slow to accept change 
In the uianner of living or of cultivat- 
ing the fields. , v 

"The inoiintnlns of Alhanla are prac- 
tically unexplored. Mineral pitch, op 
aj?i)hnltnm, has been known since the 
time of the komiins, and near Valona 
I have seen Kpeclmeiis, clean, black 
nnd hard, which promise well. Traces 
of pctroleuiu, loo. have been found by 
tliu Italians, and I am to'ld boring Is, 
or Is about to ho, utidertakon. Copper 
nnd iron are believed to exist In th<^ 
hills about the MallU vnllcy, *:ind eom, 
sliver and lead are said to be prei-eiit 
elsewhere In the mountains. Gold 
mines were worked In ancient times 
and Albanian sliver wns knowii to 
the Venetians, but the whole mountain 
country has lulu neglected for agfs. 

'•The climate of Albania Is consid- 
ered healthful In tho uplands, though 
subject to violent changes, which are 
trying to the stranger, at certain sea- 
.^ons, even If he .Is confined to one lo- 
cality. But when u traveler, niovlm: 
rapidly about the country In a niotoi 
— the only practicable way of travel- 
ing In these days — rushes several thou- 
sand feet from a mountain helKbit 
cold and windy and probably snow-coy 
ered, Into a warm, sunshiny valley aiid 
hack again In the fraction of an hour, 
It Is well to have a cure. 

"May Is the pleusantest month of 
the year and tlie valleys then looU 
their best. Snow, of course, lies In the 
mountnins until well Into the spring, 
hut seldom lasts throughout the sum- 
mer, as the tallest peaks do not attain 
an nlcvatlon of more than S.(M)0 feet. 

"Tiit^ lever of the Balkans Is pei- 
sht'-nt. but Is not e.speclally fatal. 
Sttll It Ik to l)e dreaded fnr Its linger- 
In;,' e.Tects and the great debility It 
causes. The usual specific Is quinine, 
a supply of which Is placed on the 
nil's < table or carried about hi tht 
■ pocket."

'•Tho Tokklntzl rug. more commonly 
known by the less, distinctive name of 
Bokhara, la the loveliest product of tho 
desert loom. Us charm lies not In In- 
tricacy of -deHlgii, manifold detail, or 
symbolic meaning. It is not a plcture> 
In wool. Brilllnacy of coloring It doet* 
not have. But In richness of tone tho 
Tekklutzl wins Its rightful place an 
queen of rugs. 

"Years of care In selecting tho long^ 
fihered, spotless wool, In dyeing It In 
red« frotu Bokhara; blues from 'Af- 
ghanistan, or blacks from Blery, - wltl\ 
a tou'cli of orange or yelloiv now anti 
then, and In weaving It beneath the 
hot sun of the dry desert, give tlio 
Tekklntzl a character which more hu"*- 
rlcd methods cannot give, It reveals 
no trace of foreign accent, for its 
labguage of lasting beauty Is bred lu 
the blood. 

'•For centuries, possibly extending 
back to tho Iranian peoples whom Al- 
exander found here on his way to In- 
dia, the Tekke^malden, had been "taught 
to dye and weave. Whea she was 
married to lier Mohammedan busbantl, 
tho 'young bride took wttli her to her 
niasler'a hut: the rugs her patient toll 
had formed, and ho In txiru paid a cor- 
responding price to her parents. Hor 
dowry was her skill and Its product. 
She waa a nienlnl. biit with the soul 
of an artist. Her toll" was long, biit 
It was not drudgerj'. She wns not n 
slave, for her work demanded the In- 
spiration of a soul, and she had an 
enviable position compared with that 
of many of her Oriental sisters ta 
polygamy. 

"Gradually these masterpieces lu 
mahoganV, deep chocolate, torra-cotta, 
old rose, burnt orange and black found 
their way to America, where their ap- 
peal was Irresistible. Buyers raced 
one another across Europe- into the 
Transcasphin home of , history to se- 
cure the priceless treasures of a con- 
quered race. The skill of the TekkB 
woman began to win Its reward. Uur 
genius had caused the art world to 
wear a path to lier hut and her open- 
air iQom. But there wns the unhappy 
side. 

"Only the rich young Turkomans 
could uITord to buy a wife at the ex- 
orbitant price her skill made possible. 
Parents raised the jirlcc of their 
daughters, consoling themselven with 
the fact tliat If they could not pro- 
duce oITsprlng they could at least prti- 
duce valuable rugs. The age of mar- 
riage became higher. Caught In a trap 
which skillful women had woven, tho 
young men revolted from thi; exaggtii^'^ 
aled demands -of the avaricious aul 
unronmntic parents and sought cheap- 
er wives elsewhere, while Tekko wom- 
en, robbed of love and enmeshed In 
their own skeins of fine wool/ dragged 
out busy lives of hated splnsterliood."

WHY SALTON SEA IS SALT 

Iteports that plans are under w-ay 
to develop water power from the C«)l-: 
urado- river— which gives ample prooC 
of the power It cnn exert In the can- 
ing of the Grand Canyon— are said 
to have aroused apprehension In the 
mlmls of the operators of Irrigated 
farms In the Imperial \*.nlley of Cali- 
fornia, near the shores of the Salton 
sea. The Imperial valley depends ou 
the Colonidb for Its Irrigation waters. 
The Salton sea Is ronlly a part of 
the Gulf of California with u great 
dyke of silt separating It from tho 
greater hody of water. 

"Many- centuries ogo the Gulf of 
Cnllforala extendeil to a point about 
ITjO miles northwestward from Its 
present hend," says a communication 
to the National Geographic society 
•from Arthur I*. Dnvlw; 

"It also extended up the present 
valley of the Colorado river at least , 
to. Yuma and probably somewhat 
above. The Colonido river, rising Ui- 
Ihe Wind Ulver uiountalnH of Wyo- 
ming nnd the Rocky mountains of Col- 
orado, carved the rocks along Its 
course nnd brought tho resulting sand.-^ 
and mud down In Its ^wift current, 
discharglim them Into the una of thu 
gulf near Yuma. 

"As this process- went on, without 
cessation century after century, the 
valley was gnntunlly filled, a dpHa 
liuilt up, oyei* which the river fiowed 
fnr out Into' the i;ulf. It cncrnachert 
progressively up the shores of the gulf 
until It liuIlt ui» a delta entirely across, 
Joining ibe foothills of the Cncopah 
ninuninl's nii tl'i> western shore. This 
cut olT till* Iienil of the gulf, and the 
arid clluniie nipli'.Iy evaporated the 
waters thus st'parnled nnd left an In- 
land depression, which at its lowest 
point was nearly HbO feet below so.i- 
'pvcl. It Is estimated that the amount 
iif silt carried by the Lower Colorado 
river Is snlfielent to cover rj3 square 
miles one foot deep with dry alluvial 
.soli eai'Ii >vnr. 

"The river rnntlmied to bring down 
Its load of sediment iind to build Ita 
delta higher and force It farther Into* 
the gulf. Like all surh diHtalc streams, 
Ihe clmniiel on the top of the delta 
Is constantly shifting, cutting ono 
hauk. biilldlfiK up tho other, overflow- 
liur both buidts, nnd during high water 
sometimes entirely abandoning an old 
"Ininiiel for a new one. In this way 
the river has from time to time fiowef' 
Into the Salton sea for some years 
or centuries, and anon hns shifleil In 
the i'UHt wu rd a nd dlscha rged a u.\\ I n 
Into the gulf. - This Is llie genenil 
course tho river has followed ever 
since its discovery by the Spaniards 
In the Sixteenth century. - 

"Av hish v.atei' the river imrmnlly 
overlUr.vs Its hanks In the vn|Ie.'j re- 
gions till the wuy froip the C3rand 
Canyon I o the Gulf nf (.Vllfornlu. iJi 
unusually high water, such as oc- 
curred In 1801, the overilow running 
Into the Sniton sink has been sufn- 
cleut to jnateria'Iy raise the level of 
the lake nnd overflow Ihe tracks' of 
tho Southern Pacific railway, which 
ar«'bul|t along: tta sliurtis."' . 
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
